Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other comnnents: Applicant's representative sunnmarizes the invention and points out 
that Herzberg discloses randonnly retrieving fronn a portion of pre-selected data in referring to column 1 , line 65 through 
colunnn 2, line 32, whereas the invention randomly retrieves from all the data. Examiner specifies that column 17, lines 
15-31 discloses randomly retrieving from a whole set of data. Applicant's representative suggests amended the 
claimed language to recite allowing access to a compressed or smaller version if the digest values match a subset of 
verification data. Examiner responded that a compressed or smaller version could still be considered well known and 
an obvious modification to the copy disclosed by Ansell. Applicant's representative proposes to amend the claims to 
make them more patentably distinct from the cited references subject to further consideration or/and search by the 
Examiner. No agreement was reached. 
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
